Engineer Turner that he wished to re- 
sign, and be made a detective. This 
is not agreeable to the Mayor, who 
objects to Hodgkins as a detective on 
the same grounds that he opposes him 
for Chief. Apparently Hodgkins' res 
Ignation as Chief is conditioned on his 
being made detective, though neither 
he nor any of the Commissioners will 
BO state in direct terms. 


"Chief Hodgkins told me some time 


ago that he wished to resign and go 
on the force as a detective, but no 
change has been decided on," said Mr. 
Turner. 
"The Chief has not resigned, 


• so far as I know, and I have made no 
agreement to vote for his successor, 
I haven't got to that yet. There may 
be a change at any time—it might 
come in a day—but I will not vote to 
remove Hodgkins till some at least of 
the charges 
made against him are 


proved to be true. I know he is will- 
Ing to resign, but not tinder fire, and 
I do not think.it would be right to put 
him out without proof of wrongdoing. 
|J don't believe in taking away a man's 


bread and butter for 
no 
sufficient 


cause. 
The Chief has many enemies, 


but it is natural that a man in his po- 
sition should make enemies. He has 
been on the force nearly all his life, 
and I. don't think his unpopularity 
should lead us to do him an injustice." 


Mr. Turner's talk indicated weari- 


ness of the whole business, and an 
anxiety to be rid of the strain of the 
situation. 
He admitted a desire for 


an adjustment which would relieve 
him of the responsibility that has been 
passed up to him, but he intimated 
that he would not consent to putting

"For th« drunkard, for the man who 


loses his job because he can no-t -control 
or will not control his desire for liquor 
and for vicious pleasure, we have a feel- 
ing of ang^r and contempt mixed with 
our pity; but for his unfortunate wife and 
little ones .we feel only pity, and that of 
the deepest and tenderest kind. 


"Everything possible should be done 


to encourage the growth of that spirit of 
self-respect, self-restraint, 
self-reliance, 


which if it only grows enough is certain 
to make all those in whom it shows itself 
move steadily upward toward the highest 
standard of American citizenship. It IE a 
proud and responsible privilege to be 
citizens of this great self-governing nar 
tion, and each of us needs to keep etead- 
ily before his eyes the fact that he is 
wholly unfit to take part in the work 
of governing others unless, he can first 
govern himself. He must stand up manr 
fully for his own rights; he must reepect 
the rights of others; he must obey the 
law, and he must try to live up to those 
rules of righteousness which are above 
and behind all Jaws. 


MAN OF WEALTH; 


"This applies just as much io the man 


of great wealth as to the man of small 
means; to the capitalist as to the wage- 
worker. And as one practical point, let 
me urge that in the event of any diffi- 
culty, especially if it is what is known 
as a labor trouble, both sides show them- 
selves willing to meet, willing to con- 
sult, and anxloua each to treat the other 
reasonably and fairly, each to look at 
the other's side of the case and to do the 
other justice. If only this course could 
be generally followed, the-chance of in- 
dustrial disaster would be minimized. 


"Now, my friends. I want to read yoii . 
an extract from a letter I have Just re-I 
celved from a Catholic priest whom I 
know well; and whom I know to be as 
staunch a friend of the laboring man as 
there is to be found in this country. Now 
and then—not too often—it is a good 
thing for all of us to "hear what is not

perhaps altogether 
palatable, provided i 
pnly: that the person who tells the truth I 
is our genuine friend, knows what he 's ' 
talking about (even though he may not 
see all sides of.the. case), and tells us, 
what be has to say, not with a desire to 
hurt our feelings, but with the trans- 
parent purpose to do us good. With this 
foreword, here is a part of .the letter:

Another point of difference much to 
the credit of London as against New 
York is the reduction of the day's news 
into some proportion, and the abridg- 
ment of each detail within Its proper 
quantum 
There is less "featuring," 


no needless superfluity London com- 
presses into a paragraph what New 
York would amplify into a column 
New York covers the field more fully 
But it does this at the cost of a vast 
amount of the immaterial. "When one 
has read ony one of the five leading 
London dailies he is tolerably sure of 
"being in possession of the history of 
yesterday 
The cleanliness.of the London news- 


papers is delightful. 
Much of their 
Interest and value is found in their 
court reports, wherein the story Is set 
down with great particularity, without 
surplusage 
There are no exaggera- 


tions m the text and no headlining to 
distort th« text 
In London as In America, the lead- 


Ing article is beginning to play second 
fiddle 
Whether this is the decline of 


strong writing or whether it Implies 
that the public has found out the thun- 
derer and where the thunder comes 
from, it would be |>ard to say. There 
is no reason why good editorial writ- 
ing should not exercise the charm It 
once did, if not the power 
But good editorial writing, like good 
butter, must be genuine 'ind fresh. 
Leading articles kept in cold storage 
and served, like chickens in a rertau- 
rant, on demand, deceive no one who 
knows the difference between hot 
chops and cold potatoes 
The editor- 
ial should be the rationale of the day's 
doing 
It should expound the news, 
gKlng precedence to the most Im- 
portant 
The reader should instinct- 
ively turn to It after he has perused 
the despatches - X«ong or short.

MONEY MRKET CONTINUES 


TO BE STRONG

High Prices for Crops are Promised- 


Talk of Peace Helps the 


Market. 
• . - ' • ' . 


NEW YORK, August 10.—The light 


floating: supply of stock continues the 
dominant feature of the financial sit- 
uation. 
Professional 
traders .have 


.flaring the week made a number of 
concerted demonstrations .against the. 
market, but have met Indifferent suc- 
cess; and indications are : not wanting 
of further, progress towards .a period, 
of inflation in stock exchange secur- 
ities out of all proportion to Immediate 
or prospective returns on .investments. 
There ihave been, It is' true,.since the 
"beginning of the. year, important and 
numerous advances in divident rates; 
hut with prices 20@25 points/higher 
than a year ago these increased dis- 
tributions m*y Be regarded, to a very 
liberal degree at least, as Already 
largely discounted by the higher quor 
tatlons;now ruling. It. Is .significant 
that quotations today .are well up.,to 
the highest average since the great re- 
vival which accompanied the election 
of McKinley and the defeat of fiat 
money in 1896. In June, 1896, the av- 
erage'quotation of twelve, leading In- 
dustrials was 38. Today ' the average 
quotation of the same stocks is about1 
SI. which is the highest average ever 
reached, ..notwithstanding, the great 
upward movements of 1899, 1901 and 
1902. 
The nearest approaches to the 
present average price of these indus- 
trials were 77 in September, 1899. 78 
in -June, 1901, and 73 an 
December, 


1904. 
And prices of prominent rail- 


way stocks make an even more strik-f 
ing display, the average of twenty 
representative stocks, in June, 1896,. 
being 52, while today it is above. 126 
—an average that has been but once 
exceeded, namely, by that of 129 dur- 
ing the memorable times in the .au- 
tumn of 1902. and from ' which there 
was a gradual recession to about 89, 
during the reactionary year of .1903.. 
The fact should not be overlooked, 
therefore, that as far as the 
price 


i gauge is concerned the market Is to- 
day at the highest 
point 
for many 
| years. It has riot, however, reached 


i this eminence 
as a result 
of 
wild, 
senseless speculation, but has crept 
gradually upward, 
reflecting . general 
prosperity 
and 
discounting 
future 


prosperity. 
As, already noted, the 
standard investment stocks 
are , be- 


coming so closely held they are prac- 
tically out of the market as specula- 
tive securities, and this" in turn is en- 
couraging trading in the lower-priced 
class of securities in which industrials 
figure prominently. The

naturally invite caution in making pur- 
chases and suggest the 
wisdom oE 


profit-taking on .any further substan- 
tial advances and the advisability, of 
quick turns 
during 
the 
irregular 
movements promised for the next few 
weeks.

MONEY SITUATION. 


Aside from/high prices and the pos- 


.sibility. of the - money 
situation be- 
coming so active as to constitute .'an 
adverse factor, the Immediate situa-' 
tion, both from a financial, arid trade 
and industrial'and agricultural stand- 
point '.remains distinctly .. favorable/ 
Railroad earnings are fully maintain- 
ing their recent 
records, and .bank 
clearings, not 'alone at New York, but 
throughout the country, are making 
new r-acords monthly, the July totals 
showing a gain of 25 per cent over Ju- 
ly a year.ago and of 6 per cent over 
the largest July total heretofore re- 
corded—that of'.1902. Another striking 
feature is the'official report of the New 
York State Superintendent of Bank- 
ing, showing for the year ending with 
'June the enormous increase'of $85,-' 


836,000 in depositsJn the savings banks 
of the State. . And. our foreign com-., 
merce.is keeping pace with our inter- 
nal trade. 
As noted. in these advices, 
last week, the fiscal year ending with 
June made new records both as to im- 
ports and 
exports 
of merchandise; 
and such official returns as have been 
made for the month just ended, indi- 
cate an active continuance of these fa- 
vorable conditions. The United States 
Appraiser at this port, for instance, 
gives the appraised value of merchan- 


dise imported In July-at" $51,000,000, 
which is an increase of more than $10,- 
000,000 comparing 
with , the- corre-. 
spending month of a year ago. 
This 
growth in import value—which mean* 
a corresponding increase in 
Govern- 


ment revenues—is a matter of con- 
siderable moment at this .time, and will 
become increasingly important should 
it continue, as it r promises to, until 
Congress meets in November.

is probably no more potent adverse In- 
fluence for the stock market to combat 
than tariff 
agitation. 
Owing to the 
new expenditures 
that followed the 
Spanish war, the 'current tariff has 
not been capable of producing a suffi- 
cient revenue to 'meet the Govern- 
ment's increased expenditures. Early 
In the i current year the deficit promis- 
ed to be -so large that .a readjustment 
of the schedules appeared the -only 'so- 
lution; but foreign trade .returns have 
'since so generally improved that best

ty party^ to secure what', additional. rev- 
enue is still needed, by means oi minor,

GREAT." CORN CROP. 


Everybody In -business : is now -waiting 
for the great corn crop .to pass 
thft 
danger point, which, barring widespread 
and increasingly improbable disaster, it 
will do in.the next two cir .three -weeks. 
Crop reports during the week have, taken 
altogether, maintained their favorable 
character, though the Government's re- 
port on cotton, which is this month 
issued with proper., precautions to insure 
its accuracy, ; confirms other authorities 
that the cotton .yield will be considerably 
below that of last.season. Much Inter- 
est attaches to-the August report of the. 
Department of Agriculture on the grain 
crops, which will appear, at 
noon~ oh 
Thursday next. 
Wall street is < looking 
forward to one of the most prosperous 
years in railroad history. .The earnings 
of the great granger roads when the .crops 
besin to move will make comparisons 
with a lean wheat croo year, and these 
comparisons may be expected to present 
a loner, series of stimulating influences 
throughout the autumn and winter, -A 
large crop of corn such as the present 
promises to be.has many ramifications. 
There is. in the first place, the .railroad 
traffic on the corn vitself and the greatly, 
increased traffic on the' many products 
into which ttis (treat cereal,enters, espe- 
cially in the creat proylsion industry. 
Then comes the enormous traffic incident 
to the great prosperity throughout the 
vast corn belt that a bumper harvest at 
high prices means. Our country is essen- 
tially an agricultural country; its wealth 
comes from the eround and the' pros- 
perity of the producer quickly spreads to 
the entire -fabric. 


ARRIVAL OF RUSSIANS. 
The arrival of M. .Witte and the cir- 
culation of alleeed interviews with him, 
in which he was made to predict failure 
of the 'coming peace negotiations, had 
temporarily quite a depressing influence 
on the market. .There is no doubt, of 
course, that the representatives of both 
Russia and Japan will use every means— 
and: especially the press—before negotia- 
tions get well under way, to place them- 
selves in favorable positions. The.Cisar's 
envoy was unquestionably misquoted in 
some of the statements attributed to him, 
but his interviews that were duly au- 
thorized show his keen perception of the 
necessity, of "sparring: for position," as 
the matter may be termed, and using 
the agency of publicity for its full'value. 
In this he has had a good example in tho 
action of. the Mikado's representatives, all 
serving the double purpose of appealing 
to the popular tn£te in their respective' 
countries and calculated also, even though 
the play be fully understood by both 
parties, to affect the preliminary condi- 
tions at the^-conference. Modern diplo- 
matic methods are . full assurance that 
Russia knows approximately- the terms 
Japan will finally accept;: but we may 
confidently expect from both sides peri- 
odical spectacular, displays of energy in- 
tended for home consumption. These will 
probably furnish at New, York and the 
world's other 'financial centers incentive 
for. fluctuations • in . security :.'quotations. 
.The Japanese and Russian envoys are al- 
most absolutely sure'to effect a peace 
settlement before . they terminate their 
mission here. The Japanese are not likely 
to be so exacting -in their terms as to 
defeat making' peace.: Japan can better 
afford to offer reasonable terms than Rus- 
sia can afford to accede to harsh ones 
that will humiliate her still further. 
Japan has achieved glory enough and 
Russia has been humiliated enough. '

TO REPORT TO ROOSEVELT

It will be five days before the Plunger 
will be in condition to make-the run to 
Oyster Bay.

Although it is said that the President 
has seve'al timos .expressed- -a- desir.: to 
go down in a submarine and the officer'* 
of the Plunger are extremely anxious to 
have the executive as their gue-t in a 
dip below the water's surface, no nitl- 
n-ation of such a plan has been given and 
tlie mem admit that they expect only to 
show the, President how their craft worto. 
Owln^r'to-the narrow channel ana shal- 
low water it is out of the question to 
arve in .Oyster Bay. Instead-the plunge 
will be made outside in the sound.

Ben Butler and Yellow Fever. 


The Stockton, Mail takes too much stock in General Benjamin 


.'. Butler's account of how he kept yellow fever out of New Orleans. 
Butler unquestionably cleaned up the city and instituted a rigid quar- 
antine, but there is no proof that yellow fever would have visited New 
Orleans'at that..particular time if there'had been no cleaning up and 
no quarantine. 
New Orleans has gone through many a summer dirty 


and unquarantined without b'eing visited by yellow fever. 
^Besides, it 


is now agreed by medical experts that yellow fever is not a filth disease, 
and is not propagated by miasma or other poisonous gases generated 


" by decaying animal or vegetable filth. The concensus of medical 


opinion is that it is communicated by the sting of a certain kind of 
mosquito, which fnnoculates one person with the virus of another. 
Yellow fever does not originate above the fro^t line, and hence is not 
indigenous to Louisiana. It dies out there after 'each 'epidemic, and 
does not appear again till it is imported again from abroad. 'Further- 
more, when it does appear its progress is entirely without'reference-to 
sanitary conditions. It is as.likely to be virulent in the clean quarters of 
the city as in the most unsanitary districts.. It attacks persons with- 
out reference to their habits of life or the surroundings in which "they 
live. It will skip a shanty by a cesspool to grasp with its infection the 
dwellers in a costly mansion on'a clean street. 
In short, the pestil- 


ence must first be introduced from the outside, -but after it is'once 
established it spreads in a most erratic way. Persons exposed to per- 
sonal contact with it for weeks often do not ..take' it while others who 
have never been within blocks of the infection contract the disease. 
The nio*squito which spreads th% fever does not gather the poison from 
the filth of sewers or rotten garbage heaps, but from individuals.- If 


the. 
mosquito theory be correct. Butler did not banish yellow fever 


by cleaning up New Orleans, no matter how much the cleansing did 


• for health in othei\respects. His quarantine may have kept the yellow 


Fever out, but the fact remains that the city'has been free from yellow 
fever three seasons out of four regardless of sanitary conditions. 
It 


has ravaged the city when it was comparatively clean and been com- 
paratively harmless, even after introduction, when the. city was ex- 
ceedingly filthy. It is a noteworthy fact, however, thatvthe pestilence 
has been steadily decreasing in virulence for many years,; and is grad- 
ually disappearing from ports in the United States., It seems to be 
dying out also in the West Indies and along the Brazilian coast, where 
it once perpetually prevailed and was periodically epidemic in terrible 
form. The proportion of people who now die of yellow fever is in- 
significant compared to the hordes who succumbed anterior to the 
present generation.

SEATTLE, Wash., .Aurust 10.—When 


the Kanagwa Maru left Kobe on her last 
voyage to • Seattle there were 'more than 
eighty ships either at the docks of. that 
port or lying- in the offing awaiting .their;

hospital of Alameda county. 
The first floor of the new cottage for 
convalescent women at Agnew is now 
occupied.

each has a neat, white enameled, iron 
bed and a. dark oak dresser, with pic- 
tures and rugs 
The da> room has neat 


furniture, including rocking chairs and 
a piano 
The harawood iloors ai e orna-

light and in the real* is a dining-room 
arranged with square tables, each seat- 
ing eight 
There were forty-five con- 
\alescent women in the building, and the 
uppei lloor, when occupied, will accom- 
modate as many more.

The tent colony 
for tuberculosis 
at 


Mendocino State Hospital was reported 
as having pioved veiy satisfactory. This 
colony was established in December last 
of tents elected on a raised floor About 
fifteen patients who were insane and also 
afflicted with tuberculosis were put in 
these tents. Some of the patients have 
shown 
marked 
improvement, 
having 


gained in flesh, some as high as twenty 
pounds. 
The 
season was 
very wet. 
There were many cases of pneumonia in 
the bandings, 
including 
the 
Superin- 


tendent, but there was no pneumonia in 
the tent colony. Both patients and at- 
tendants prefer the colony to the mam 
buildings. 
The county hospitals are usually in 
very fair condition, and show improve- 
ment 
The San Joaquin county hospital 
deserves special notice. 
With surgical 
and medical work and trained nurses this 
hospital is doing excellent work, both in 
iclieving the temporarily sick 
and in- 


jured and in 
caring for the 
custodial 
poor. 
Shasta county has made improvements 
m the county hospital—a new superin- 
tendent, a new stewaid, a new nurse and 
a general 
clean-up. 
The 
latter was 
needed and the hospital now is in a very 
commendable condition 
There was no improvement noted in 
the county jails since our 
last visit. 
They ai e like 
our prisons, far behind 
what they ought to be. Several boards 
of supervisors are, however, considering 
plans for new jails or improvement of old 
ones. Napa county has presented plans 
for very needed improvements which are 
commendable. 
The city lock-ups 
vis- 
ited are majiy of them of wood, unsafe, 
insecure and generally 
unclean. 
They 
are, however, only used to detain hoboep, 
drunks or street brawlers until they can 
appear before 
a Justice 
for hearing. 
Most of these arrests are not in a fit 
condition when picked up to go into even 
a clean jail, and they are picked up at 
all hours of the night 


The Auditing Committee reported that 
the expenditures of the board 
for the 
fiscal year ending June 30th, 1905. were 
$574.057, leaving an unexpended balance 
to turn back to the State Treasury of 
1269.43 
Mr. Frank L Randall. Sujerintendent 


of tlie Minnesota State Reformatory, pre- 
sented the board with a gavel made of 
syenite, a granite rock without mica and 
out of which the reformatory buildings at 
St Cloud, Minn., are constructed. 
The 
gavel was made by hand by an inmate 
and illustrates the value of this kind of 
work in tiaimng delinquent young men. 


All the. visitors gave the board the ben- 


efit of their expenences and observations 
m the general work of State chanties.
